2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

1) Closest prior art: Document US-A-0 5411 450 (Dl) 
discloses a method for operating a drive train with an 
automatic gearbox and a non-power~shiftable power divider 
that is actuated by an external force, corresponding to 
the features of the preamble of claim 1. Before the power 
divider shifts gear, the frictional connection between 
the drive machine and the power divider is automatically 
interrupted. When gear shifting is completed, the 
frictional connection is automatically restored. 

2) Main differences with respect to said prior art: 
In accordance with the features of the characterising 
portion of claim 1. The control device is used to: 

a) monitor vehicle speed during gear shifting; 

b) control the braking system as a function of a result 
of the monitoring; 

c) calculate an engine speed after the power divider has 
shifted gear and, as a function thereof, carry out a gear 
shift in the automatic gearbox or suppress the request 
(from the power divider) for a gear shift. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT 
Article 33 (2) ) . 

3) Problem: To ensure an especially secure and 
comfortable operation of the vehicle and prevent 
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citations and explanations supporting such statement 


unmonitored operation . 

4) Solution: The solution to this problem proposed in 
claim 1 involves an inventive step (PCX Article 33(3)). 
Features a) and b) as per point 2 above ensure that, 
despite the open drive train, the motion of the vehicle 
can be actively influenced. At the same time, feature c) 
enables a large proportion of the gear shifts requested 
by the power divider to be carried out. However, the 
drive machine is prevented from being in an unpermitted 
operating state after the gear shift has been made. Such 
a method cannot be derived obviously from one or more of 
the cited documents. 

Claims 2-5 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the PCX novelty and inventive step 
requirements . 
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
